Assumes Full Responsibility. 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 22.—A striking1 


and important piece of evidence was 
presented to the Col. Coit court of in- 
quiry yesterday. It was a basket con- 
fining1 forty sticks of dynamite that 
was found concealed near the eourt- 
louse the morning after the rioting at 
Washington Courthouse. 


The find was kept a secret until yes- 


;erdav 
It confirms the report that 


the rioters after the shooting planned 
;o blow up the courthouse, troops and 
all. 


Col. 
Coit was warned of tliis by tele- 


ihone messages, and placing troops in 
ihe balconies of the building1 he or- 
dered them to halt all peisons attempt- 
n<- to approach the courthouse that 
night, and to fire upon any who re- 
'used to stop 


Several shots were fired at persistent 


ikulkers, and then all the rioters dis- 
appeared. 


It now seems probable that this pre- 


caution prevented the angry mob from 
destroying the troops 


The board of inquiry returned from 


;he scene of the riot at Washington 
Courthouse late yesterday afternoon 
and reconvened here immediately. 


Col. 
Coit is represented by ex-Attor- 


ney-General Nash and Hon. J. B. 
Booth 
The citizens of Washington 


Courthouse sent A. B Cramer and T. 
W. Marchant, local attorneys, to look 
after their interests. 


Adjt.-Gen Howe, of Cincinnati, pro- 


duced the official telegrams, including: 
those from Sheriff Cook asking assist- 
ance from the state government, and 
also the orders from Gov. MeKinley to 
nmself and to Col. Coit to proceed to 
Washington Courthouse. 


Col. 
Coit was then called and gave 


lis testimony. He said he had ordered 
sentinels placed on the balcony and, in 
all windows, with orders to halt nil 
comers, and if the command was not 
obeyed the guard was instructed to 
are. 


'I would also state that the senti- 


nels on the balconies had orders to fire 
f persons commanded did not halt; 
;he guards inside the courthouse had 
orders from me to fire immediately 
should the doors be broken open, and 
;he gaurds on the outside on the north 
side of the courthouse were ordered to 
ire should a shot be fired at them, a 
stone thrown or an assault made." 


He laid great stress on the fact that 


these orders were given by him, and

He denied the state- 


ments that either himself or any of his 
command were intoxicated 


Col. 
Coit detailed the action of the 


mob during the day and gave a de- 
scription of the hand-to-hand conflict 
that occurred when Dolby was removed 
from the jail to the court room He 
estimated the number in the mob at 
8,000, but explained that he had re- 
peatedly requested them to disperse.

to Steam. 


A sixteen-foot launch was finished 


and put into the water for a test in 
Portland, Me., recently. 
Its novel 


feature was an engine operated by the 
vapor of ether in place of steam. The 
chief advantages claimed for 
the 


substitution are (1) that ether vapor- 
izes at a lower temperature (96 de- 
grees Fahr.) than water (212) 
degrees) 


(2) a gallon of the former fluid weighs 
only six pounds, while the latter 
weighs nine; 13) a ereater expansion is 
obtained from the ether vapor than 
from steam, and (4) less fuel is re- 
quired. Hence a boat or other vehicle 
thus propelled would be lighter and 
more efficient, while costing less to 
operate. 


Mr. Twombly's boiler and engine 


somewhat resemble those of a naphtha 
launch. The ether, piped from a tank 
in the forward part'of the boat, is led 
through acoilctl tube, in the 6oiler,and 
heat is imparted to the, coil by blazing 
naphtha, the whole* bcm<j inside a 
sheet-brass cover.

An OccaaloQ When the Touch of Nature 
Making AU Kin Assert* Itself. 


A country funeral would be interest- 


ing1 were it not for the sadness oi death. 
So many ceremonies have to bo ob- 
served, which, if overlooked or left out, 
would shock the community. Little 
fads have been handed down from one 
generation to another, and rarely is 
the person found who is courageous 
enough to break over the prescribed 
rules. "Folks might talk," is the ex- 
cuse invariably given if any objections 
are made to following out the immemo- 
rial laws. While often it seems almost 
heartless to inflict the grief-striclcen 
family with all the little unnecessary 
customs, still an almost forlorn pleasure 
seems to possess the afflicted ones, and 
the long-established practices must be 
carried out to the last letter. Not but 
what the sorrow is as sincere, but a 
country community is apt to be more 
critical than elsewhere to any who de- 
viate from the accustomed rule.

Dehorning and Its Effects. 


State College, Pa., Special: The perioc 


of experimentation upon the herd 
Guernsey cows recently dehorned ha 
been finished, and some interesting re 
suits have beon noticed. On fiftee 
cows an examination of the amount 
butter fat contained in the milk yielde 
for the two days, including the day 
dehorning and the following day, show 
a loss of 2 27-100ths pounds of butte 
fat, or equivalent to 9 3-100ths per cen 
of the yield for two days. A similar ex 
animation for the subsequent two day 
shows that the average yield for th 
specified time is the same as the averag 
yield for the five days preceding th 
date of dehorning. These results show 
conclusively that the effect of dehornin 
upon the flow of milk is practicably un 
noticeable, and the great benefits to b 
derived from such operation make 
highly commendable to all farmers.
